Citing McGovern as “a 
good honest guy." Townsend 
said “it’s a wonder to me he 
comes across so badly in the 
campaign.” 

Looks at Nixon 
It was obvious why he is 
supporting McGovern when 
he assessed Nixon. 

“•t’s very dangerous to 
have a guy in the White 
Hojuse who hasn’t a clue as 
tcy what is right or wrong. 

“If Nixon had said four 
years ago what he intended 
to do — drop JJiree- 
and-a-half million toils of 
bombs, continue inflation, 
increase unemployment, de- 
value the dollar, put a I6t of 
clods on the Supreme Court 
— the people would have 
lynched him. 

“If Nixon wins by a land- 
slide we will have to face 
the fact we have become a 
nation of 220 million used 
car salesmen. 

“I’m depending on the fi- 
nal revulsion of the people 
in the voting booths.”
